Attached is the email sent to Ms. Thomas on yesterday regarding an invoice received from the Family Values Resource 
Institute.

Senator Long, 


Thank you so very much your willingness to help us figure out the status of the state funding for 
many of Lousiana's pregnancy centers. Here is a brief history of the past six months. 


The abortion alternatives grant three year funding cycle ended June 2016. We are a part of a larger 
coalition of pregnancy centers that receive funding called Louisiana Alliance for Life (LAFL). ( I 
believe there is a second group of pregnancy centers who also receive funding.). LAFL applied for 
the funding when the new RFP was issued by DCFS. 


The original RFP was canceled because the state did not properly advertise for it. It was later re¬ 
issued and LAFL was notified that we did receive that grant award to begin October 1. (There 
were delays due to the flooding.) However, our contractor has yet to receive a contract from the 
state. It is my understanding that they have left several messages and cannot get any answers as to 
when documents may be signed and money will be awarded. 


As we come into budget planning season, answers would be very helpful in planning for the next 
year. Thanks for helping us find out where the state is in issuing this award.
